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THE SECRETARY'S ANNUAL REPORT. 


On the Condition of the Navy—The United 
States Will be ble to Kuin the Com- 
merce of ani!huemy in Case of War.

WASHINGTON, November &.—Secretary 
Whitney has presented his annual report toe 
the president. After giving a brief review of 
the condition of the navy, as it will exist on 
Lue 4th of March, 1889, in¢ omparison with the 
same as it existed onthe 4th day of March, 
1885, and furnishing a list of armored vessels 
heretofore antherized by congress, the sec- 
tary says: : 

_ 60 fat as armored ships are concerned, the subject 
is yet to be treated in a broad way by the depart- 
mentand by congress. At the present time, 
Conditions are such that everything necessary 
tirst C.ass fiz bting shipcan be produced and furnish- 
ed iothe departine:ntin this country, as soon as in 
the eo ! uction auv element or feature is 
required; not, until the present time, 
been true and, therefore, the consideration of the 
subject has been necessarily postponed by the de- 
par.iment until the pres nt time. The efloris of the 
department in ship construction have necessarily 
since March, 1585,been devoted to unarmored vessels, 
ald as to these the derartment is able to report that 
when the ships in course of construction and those 
authorized shall have bien compli ted, the Un ted 
States will rank secoud among nationsin possession 
of unarmored cruisers, or ‘‘commerce destroyers,”’ 
havingj the highest characteristics, viz.: Oi a8 7e 
Of 5,000 tons and upwards, and possessing a speed of 
nineteen knots and upwards.

The Parnell Commiasion- Salisbury in Scot- 
land—Other 


Loxnon, November 30.—In his speech at 


Edinburg yesterday Lord Salisbury, prime 
ininister, declared himself in favor ef woman 
suffrage, and said he hoped the day was not 
far distant when women would be allowed to 
vote. Referring to the arrears of rent question, 
Lord Salisbury contended that there could not 
be 4 greater mistake than to compare the po- 
sition of the Scotch crofters with that of the 
Trish tenants. The latter, he said, obtained 
assistance and privileges which were unknown 
in any other country. 

Lord Salisbury, referring to the treatment 
of the Irish political prisoners, held that such 
treatment ought to deter others from following 
their example, and that so long assuch offend- 
ers were dangerons to the community they 
must be treated like other offenders. He 
warned the unionists to watch Gladstone, who, 
le said. was showing an increasing tendency 
to accept the extremest view of the separatists. 
ihere is growing in Gladstone’s mind a dis 
tinct idea of the eutire separation of Ireland. 
He (Salisbury) trusts that the Scotch liberals 
would cease to attach importance to mere 
party names. The great questions of uphold- 
ing the empire and providing sm ploy: @.t for 
its teeiniug millions, ought to be considered 
supreme, from a patriotic point of view.

London, November 30.—Ata meeting of the

A GROUNDLESS SCARE. 


A Report of the Sickness at Atlanta Univer- 
sity Madeto Dr. Baird Yesterday. 

For several days the colored people, espe- 
cially in the western portion of the city, have 
been considerably stirred up over vague rumors 
of an epidemic of some sort at Atlanta uni- 
versity. 

Three deaths have occurred there within the 
past three weeks, and this, taken in connec- 
tion with a rather large number of slight at- 
tacks of malarial fever, gave credit to, and in 
all probability originated, the rumors of an 
epidenic. 

A fuil report of the matter was made to Dr. 
Baird, secretary of the board of health, yester- 
day by the authorities at the university. 

Phere have been within the past three 
weeks twenty-two cases of fever, three of 
which have been typhoid and the others ma- 
Javial. Of the twenty-two there were three 
cases to resuit fatally, one teacher and two 
pups, 

‘The illness followed closely the republican 
celebration and jublilee, in which all 
the pupils participated, exposing themselves 
for hours in the damp, cold night air. To 
this exposure the illness is ascribed, more 
especially since the new cases are reported. 

Dr. Manahan, the physician in charge of 
most of the cases, superintended a thorough 
examinations of the buildings, grounds, and 
wells and is positive that the sickness can be 
ascribed to no local cause. In this opinion Dr. 
@rme also concurs. ; 

At any rate, the sickness is over. None but 
the three cases were serious at all and those 
still on the sick list are in no danger. 

While the scare lasted, however, it was gen- 
eral among the colored people in that portion 
of the town and amounted almost to a panic 
amongst the students themselves. None of the 
regular exercises were suspended, however, 
and there is no reason for suspending them 
now.

A MILLION IN DOUBT. 


BONDS DECLARED TO BE UNCONSTI- 
TUTIONAL. 


Township Railrorzd Bonds Declared to be 
Unconstitutional by the South Carolina 
Supreme Court. 


Columbia, &. C.—The state supreme court has 
rendered a decision which has knocked the bottom 
out of about one million of township bonds issued 
iu this state, in aid of the building of railroads. 
For the past five or six years numerous railroads 
have been started in this state, and several new lines 
have been ecitler completed or commenced. It is 
usual in granting charters to these roads ‘o include 
a section on the act giving to townships in the 
several counties throuzh which the proposed read is 
to run corporate powers to issue bonds to aid in the 
construcfion of the roads, the taxpayers voting a 
specified tax to meet the interest and principal of 
the bonds issued. The suit which was decided 
yesterday was commenced in Abbeville county. 
The taxpayers in a township in that 
county paid their railroad tax under 
protest and brought suit éegainst the county treas- 
urer to test the constitutionality of thetax. The 
circuit court decided that the act in question was 
unconstituYonal, and the case was carried to the 
supreme court, which sustained the decision of the 
circuit court. The decision was, however, a little 
mixed. The chief justice decides that the town- 
ships are not vested with corporate powers by the 
actin question. Associate Justice Mclver sustains 
two of the grounds of unconstitutionality, and As 
sistant Justice McGowan dissents from both. The 
exact amount of bonds affected by the decision can- 
not be definitely asceriained as yet. It is said, how 
ever, to amount to about a militen doiars, and to

WORK OF THE COMMISSION. 
A Report Full) of Information for Railroad 
People and the Public. 

WASHINGTON, November 30.—The annual 
report of the interstate commerce commission 
will cover about seventy pages of print, with 
appendices amounting to some two hundred 
pages additional. The report proper is now in 
type and the completed volume will be ready 
for distribution in afew days. Some extracts 
from it are herewith given: 

From the best information now available the 1ail- 
road mileage of the country on the 30th day of June, 
1888, is estimated at 152,781, of which 2,812 miles had 
been completed and brought into operation within 
the six months preceding that day. Railway con- 
struction in 1886 was 8,471 miles; in 1887 it was 
12,888. The number of corporations represented in 
the mileage is 1,251, but by reason of leases or other 
contract ariangements, many corporations hold 
controi of and operate one or more roads ow ned by 
other corporations, and the whole number making 
reports of operations, at the date named was 660, 

A summary of formal complaints is as tollows: 
Cases heard and decided, 50; cases heard, not yet 
decided, 6; cases hearing, not completed, 9; cases 
withdrawn or settled, 23; cases suspended by fe- 
quest, 10; cases assigned for heariug Y—total, 107,

¥, having aline from Chicaeo to St. Paul and 
Minneapolis, annonnced to the commission its pur- 
pose to reduce very largely its rates between the 
termini of its road without reducing intermediate 
rates. The company laid Gown two propositions 
as justifying its action. First, its rates to intermedi- 
ate stations were perfectly just and reasonable, and, 
there.ore, there was no injustice in maintaining 
them; and second, the rates between its-termlinal 
points were-forced @own by the u fair competition 
olanother iine. The reasoning seemed strong and 
‘ertainly plavs bie. But this wasa state of 
tthe plea:ure of the railroad compa- 
ting generally, or even of single companies 
sed to actin hostility, might be made to exist 
any point of railroad connection in the country; 
and ifa greater charge on the shorter baul wasal- 
sible in the case uncer investigation, the rule of 
fourth section would be of no practical value 
whatever. Any railroad company might, by its ac- 
tion, absolve a competitor from iis obligation and he 
itself absolyed in return. @zislation never 
intended this consequence, It did not intend, 
the commission believed, that carriers suvject 
law should at pleasure thus make the rule of the 
statute ineffectual. ‘The earrier under investigation 
conformed to this conclusion, and eraded its rates 
accordingly, and objectionable rates made by carrier 
complained of were soon discontinued, 

In the southern and southwestern states the eom- 
mission has had reason to think carriers were moy- 
ing more slowly in bringing their tariils into 
Conformity with the geueral statutory rule 
than in other Sections. The com- 
mission recognizes the existence of } eculiar dilfi- 
cultlesin these states, growing out of the fact that 
water competition is felt at so many points, at some 
of whieh itis of controlling force, but this would 
nt excuse a failure to keep the rule of the statute in 
view, or to press towards it as rapidly as was found 
o be practicable, Not being satisfied that this duty 
has been sufliciently apprehended and observed by 
the carriers, cornr i sion has ordered an inves- 
tigation to be made of the whole subject on the 18th 
of December, at its rooms in Washington, when it 
isintended to make a thorough exaniination of ex- 
isting rate sheets, and to give all partic# concerned 
an opportunity to be heard, 

The report takes up the subject of the effect 
of the interstate commerce act upon common 
carriers, and says: 

Although some railroad managers have declared 
it to have a damaging effect, the commission is pos- 
sessed of no evidence showing that the general re- 
sult bas been otherwise than beneficial, Unauestion, 
ably, the railroad business of the couniry has guttere 
ed many and severe losses during the year,but these 

not beeu due to tre interstate commerce act, 

fo strikes, and the opening up of new roads, 

hich, insome cases, paralle! old lines, and rate 
Wars. 

With reference to the rate wars, which have 
taken place in the northwest and among the 
trunk lines during the year, the report says: 

The lecal right of carriers to reduce their gencral 
scale to any extent under the law asit now stands 
is bcliev. d to be unquestionable, they have proceed- 
ed to do so to destructive extent and whethe, with 
any ultimate benetit to themselyesis at lea-t very 
questionable. s . . 

The statute in its requirements of reasonable and 
j ‘strates has haiin view prot.ction of the public 
from unfair d scriminations. it does notassumethat 
railroad companies will need protection against 
their rates being made uureasonably 
low and it has not coufer ed 
upon the commission any power to order 
an increase of rates which it can see are not 
remunerative. In general, theretore, it may be 
said that all railroad managers possess the power to 
destroy the interests not only of their rivals but of 
their own stockhoiders, if they will recklessly 
make rates that lead to bankruptcy. Independent 
of auy returns to stockholders it Is important that 
rates be remunerative, because of the efiect that in- 
sufficient revenuemay have upon the service per- 
formed forthe public, Good service and unreason- 
ably low rates are antagonistic ideas. 

The public will vever object to fair rates, but it 
will never be enlightened as to what are fair rates, 
and disposed steadily to assent to their maintenance 
60 long as ruilroad managers, in their absurd and 
destructive wars, are perpetually and in the most 
emphatic manner, by cutting fair rates, informing 
the public that something less—perhaps greatly less 
—can be afforded. 

Que of the chief perplexiticg encountered in deal- 
ing with complaints against railroad companies 
arises from the fuct that to the pubiic mind the 
railroad interest of the Country seems to be in some 
sense unity. sothat when there is cause for com- 
ptaint in the system anywhere the whole interest 
18 chargeable with some degree of 
if not legal, responsibility. 
perfectly reasonable to expect that the carriers of 
the country will, in so far as it is tound practicable 
to do so, make such joint and generai arrangements 
among their number that the public, when availing 
themselves of their services, siiall find an arrange- 
ment with one adequate tor purposes of any single 
transaction. One difficulty in the way of making 
such arrangements universal is conne-ted with the 
neceseliy of having some means Of ehioreineg, 
amony carriers (Lemselves, the obligations, moral 
or legal, that would grow out of them, 

The yoluntary establishment of such extensive 
respousibility would require such mutual arrange- 
meuts between the carriers 48 would establish a 
common authority, which should be ves.ed with 
the power to make trailic arrangements, to fix rates 
aud provide tor their Ssieady maintenance, to com- 
pel tle perfortwauce of mutual duties among the 
members, and to enforce, promptly and 
eliicientiy. such sanction to their mutual 
understandings as might be agreed upon. Some- 
thing faintly resembling this has heretofore been 
done, through railroad associations, but the only 
effectual sanction which they have as yet contrived 
whereby the observance of good faith in their mu- 
tual dealings could be enforced was through the 
device of pooling their freight or earnings, Ever 
ints was imperfect, because the arlrangemént could 
always be withdrawn from at pleaiure, but pooling 
is now cut of their power, being forbidden by 
law. With pooling prohibited, the tendeney 
among the railroads seems likely to be 
in the direction of consolidaticn as the only means 
of effectual protection against mutual jealousics and 
destructive rate wars. But anything equivalent to 
the cousolidation of allthe roads of tue country 
under a sitigie head, or even those of a considerable 
section, whether by merging or by tie formation of 
a confederation which should have the powers of 
lezal control, or by the creation of what 
is now technically denominated triists 
could hardly be supposed possible.

SEVERAL OF THE RIOTERS COM- 
MITTED FOR TRIAL. 

Women Who Inecited Men to Riot-—The De 
taile of the Bloody Work—Fugitives 
Hiding Out. 

Savannan, Ga., November 50.—[Special.|— 

Yamacraw is comparatively sober today. The 

poljcemen and the man who helped them, wlio 


‘turns out to be named Crimmen, are all liv- 


ing, and have prospects of recovery. Tillman, 
one of the rioters whoattacked Onticer MecMur- 
say, isdead. He was shot eight times. | 
An inquest was held today. Nine whites 
and three negroes were the jurors. ‘The ver- 
dict was that he was killed while engaged ina 
riot. Tho negroes reinsed to sign it. They 
wanted the name of McMurray to be incorpo- 
_yated in the verdict as the man wlio did the 
killing, but there was no evidence on that 
point. The rioters were turned over to the 
superior court by Acting Mayor Schwartz, 
Two women were of the numbers. Four mor 
women were sent to the chaingang lor 
thirty days. lt is reported that anothor necro 
was wounded yesterday, but he has not turned 
up. . 3 
Getton was the first rioter arrested. He is 
the old negro whose arrest was mentioned yes- 
terday afternoon. The evidence against Max- 
well, Henry Williams, Robert Lewis and Sam 
Johnson was strong, and showed that they 
teok an. active part inthe riot. Every prisoner, 
without exception, denied that he wes near 
the mob, and it really seemod from the testi- 
mony of the defendants, that no one in Yama- 
craw was concerned in thej fighting. Pear! 
Pindergast, who lives on Farm street near 
Bay, was the best witness against the ricters. 
Tt was her house in which McMurray took 
refuge when pursued by the crowd. ‘She 
recognized several. of the party, 
smashed her windows, broke 
door and entered her house to drag 
McMurray out. She knew personally many 
of the mob, and her statements are positive. 
She identified Henry Williams, a mulatto, as 
one who helped tokick her door to pieces. 
She thinks that be cut McMurray too, but was 
not.so sure of that. Laura Harris, a colored 
woman, who works in Schroder’s grocery, 
next door to the JPindergast house, also identt- 
tied Williams as one of the rioters. 
Williams stated that he was standing on the 
corner ali the time, and did not join the mob. 
He is certainly one of the rioters. Robert 
lewis is a candidate for conviction, too, with- 
Thomas McAyvy and W. ID 
both white, identified him 

the negroes who attacked 
Cronin. Mr. . Dempsey swore that he 
tricd to assist Cronin. He saw Lewis grab 
Cronin’s pistol and hold the policeman’s hands 
up, so that he could ot fire. Then Lewis 
helped throw Cronin down. Dempsey was 
knocked down himself, McAvoy was positive 
that l.ewis struck Cronin over the eye with a 
stick. Lewis said that he was not in that part 
of town.

We print elsewhere, from the Columbus, 
Ohio, Dispatch, a letter written to the edi- 
tor of that paper by a republican who has 
evidently traveled considerably in the south. 

In a brief, but incisive way, he goes to 
the bottom of the negro problem in the 
south, and there can be no doubt that he 
writes from observation and experience. 
He has studied the question on the spot, so 
to speak, and his investigations have appar- 
ently been conducted fairly and. intelli- 
gently. 

It is an old story that he tells, however, 
so far as the south is concerned. We print 
it because it is the voluntary evidence of a 
republican, and because it confirms in an 
unexpected manner the statement of THE 
CONSTITUTION that the solidity of the south 
fs not political in its purpose and intentions. 
The solid south is the result of the instinct 
of self-preservation. It is.solid in order to 
protect itself against the rule of ignorance, 
the horrible results of whieh it has expe- 
rienced. 

There is not a spark of sectional- 
ism or prejudice in the situation. It is not 
the democratic party of the south that is 
solid, but the white people. Everybody 
with a grain of common sense knows that 
the solidity of the south hurts and cripples 
this section politically; everybody knows 
that it presents a full and fair discussion of 
important issues. And yet, it is better to 
be politically crippled—it is better to 
smother discussion, than to renew the expe- 
rience of reconstruction times. 

Politically, it is to the interest of the re- 
publican partisans, and we may be sure that 
they will continue to bend all their efforts 
in that direction; and not much effort will 
be needed, for the solidity of the south is 
the natural and iwevitable result of the prob- 
lem by which the white people of this sec- 
tion are confronted. There may be some 
Other remedy, but just at present the solid- 
ity of the white people seems to be the only 
solution.

The Columbus Exposition. 

Those who have visited the exposition 
which will close in Columbus today need 
not be told that it isa success. It is a suc- 
cess not only inthe extent and variety of 
its exhibits and in the attractiveness of its 
supplementary features, but as an invest- 
ment. ‘The managers, while not lacking in 
enterprise and energy, have conducted the 
great show with such admirable judgment 
that they have scored a financial success. 

Without making much fuss about it, 
Columbus has always been an enterprising 
city—moving slowly, perhaps, but none the 
less surely, and placing her affairs on the 
most substantial basis. ‘The exposition, 
however, will inevitably mark a new era in 
the development of the city and the country 
roundabout. We shall hear more of Colum- 
bus in the future than we have in the past, 
and her growth will be more rapid and just 
@s substantial. 

For it is the experience of those who have 
taken the trouble to closely observe such 
matters that the results of such expositions 
are progressive rather than cumulative in 
their effects. The effect of the cotton expo- 
sition held in Atlanta was felt for several 
years afterwards, and we will continue to 
reap for some years to come the beneficial 
results of the great Piedmont exposition of 
1887. 

There is, perhaps, no city in Georgia 
where capital and industry can find a wider 
field for investment and employment. Her 
great mills utilize only about one-tenth of 
her immense water power, and there is room 
there for any number of manufactories and 
industries, both large and small. 

A prominent railroad man predicts that 
Columbus will soon have a population of 
one hundred thousand. 

Another feature of the exposition was the 
courtesy and hospitality extended to visi- 
tors. The writer, with a number of At- 
lanta gentlemen who have returned from 
Columbus, are thoroughly delighted, not 
only with the show itself, but with the city 
and its people.

practical, and it was not calculated to 
injure the cause of prohibition. 
But the rank and file of the national 
prohibitionists are composed of men who 
are so high-minded and confident of the 
success of their great moral ideas that they 
prefer defeat after defeat to a partial 
triumph, brought about by an alliance with 
another party. It was natural that such 
men should turn upon Mr. Small and de- 
nounce him, and charge him with an 
abandonment of principle. 

The proposed new departure is stirring 
up the biggest kind of a row in the pro- 


hibition camp, but Mr. Small is likely to 


hold his own, because he has marked out 
the only possible plan of campaign that 
can aid the prohibition cause. He is pro- 
ceeding upon the theory that half a loaf is 
better than none, and that if he can not 
reach his destination by one road he will 
take another. It goes without saying that 
the prohibitionists will have to take this 
view of the matter, or disband and go 
under. 


By the way, what was it Mr, Tilden said 
should be done with the surplus? Didn't 
he mention something about coast fortifica- 
tions?

Tue ATLANTA ConsrituTion, which has had the 
reputation of being the most liberal and broad- 
minded joural in the south, might learn a lesson in 
commou sense from the Charleston News and 
Courier, a paper that has been most bitterly parti- 
san. THE CoNnsT:TUTION’s disappointment over de- 
feat was so great as to Jead it into some very foolish 
lamentations and prophesies of disaster. The News 
is shrewd enough to sce that such talk is not only 
injurious in its effects, but that the Industrial inter- 
ests of the south are not likely to suffer under repub- 
lican administration. With great good judgment it 
announces this opinion promptly, and paves the 
way for a favorable rec@ption of the coming presi- 
dent’s policy, and the consequent tranquillity and 
prosperity of the region in which it is most deeply 
interested. The attitude of this influential paper 
promises well for the advancement of South Caro- 
lina, both in a business and political way. 

Tur ConstTiruTiIon has labored earnestly

The New York Commercial Bulletin is 
about two years behind Tirk CONSTITUTION 
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in making the discovery that the radical de- 
fects in our present national banking sys- 
tem demand the immediate application of 
an adequate remedy. 

Our contemporary points out the fact that 
the national banks are confined to large and 
wealthy towns and cities where people make 
investments in marketable securities, but 
they never seek agricultural regions where 
the people have nothing but real estate as a 
basis of credit. The explanation, of course; 
is that these banks are not allowed under 
the law to lend money on real estate. 

The Commercial Bulletin desires to 
have the banking law so amended 
as to make it an easy matter 
to establish national banks wherever 
they are wanted. In this connection the 
original suggestion made in these columns 
from time to time should come up for a re- 
consideration. If our present banking sys- 
tem is Inadequate, why not repeal the law 
which now prevents a revival of our old 
state banks? With the proper safeguards 
and restrictions, local banks, chartered by 
the states, and empowered to issue currency, 
would be a great impetus to trade, as well 
as a Convenience to the people. 

Perhaps, after the Commercial Bulletin 
goes a little deeper into the subject, it will 
see in the now despised state banks a satis- 
factory substitute for our national banks.

SOUTHERN SUFFRAGE QUESTION, 


Views of a Columbus Kepublican Southern 
Commercial Traveler. 
A Letter in Columbus, Ohio, Dispatch. 

When an evil exists, the easiest, in fact, 
only sensible way of eradicating that eyil is to tind 
out and deal with the cause. To successfully treat 
the question of the colored vote in the south, it is 
absolutely necessary to understand the condition’ of 
southern society. 

What might be all right in theory, frequently is 

all wrong in practice. Every legal voter may have 
the right to vote and hayethat vote counted, but 
when the exercise of that legal right abridges the 
greater rights of a community, that community 
will surely deprive a voter of bis legal right to vote 
and have that vote counted. 
—igborance, superstition and improvidence are 
greater evils. Where these evil elements govern 
the conduct of a voter tothe injury of the com- 
munity in which he lives, he has no moral right to 
vote, A right given by legislatiue enactment may 
not, at times, bea right deserving observance. In 
acommunity where intelligence is in the majority, 
it may be expedient to permit the Ignorant to exer- 
cise the privilege of franchise; but where ignorance 
isin the majority, it may be expedient and just for 
intelligence in behalf of the social good to deprive 
iynorance of a legal right. 

The blacks as a race in the south are densely 
ignorant, darkly superstitious and outrageously 
improvident. Moreover, in many places, they are 
in the majority, The franchise may be allowed to 
ignorance in the north and no harm come of it, and 
the very reverse b2 true in the south, It is one 
thing to allow iguorance to Vote and be controlled, 
a d quite another to allow it vote and thereby do 
the controlling. The south did not confer the 
elective franchise on the colored race, it cannot 
repeal the abstract right to vote, and it should not 
be condemned for preventing pernicious tendencies 
to rule, 

The south does not deny the colored man the 
privilege of being a factor in polities because he is 
black, Lut because he is so often the ignorant ma- 
jority. Would the north do differently? Cruel 
methods of practically disfranchising the colored 
race have ncarly passed away, and will never again 
be resorted to un:@ss emergencies require it. The 
emergency Can never arise unless brought about as 
a result of congressional legislation. Any legisla- 
tion on the matter is only a dangerous playing with 
edged tools that will surely result to the disadvan- 
tage of the black. 

It is a mistake—a noticn that the fourteenth 
amendment to the constitution gives the south an 
increased representation in congress. They have 
only such representation us article first of the con- 
stitution givee all the states. No legislation can 
alter this. . 

The colored vote is suppressed or made nugatory 
not for the good of the democratic party, but as a 
protection against ignorance. The advantage to tbe 
democratic party is only incidental. The republican 
party is looked upon by the south as the champions 
of ignorance—‘“‘the nigger party,” as is expressed in 
vulgar parlance, Let the negro question alone; 
agitation or legislation on the matter will do no 
good and may do much harm. It is the only ques- 
tion that gives life to the cement that binds the 
south together. It-is emphatically better for the 
colored men of the south to be ruled by their more 
intellizent white brothers. 

Intelligence is the only solution of this vexing 
question. Legislatfon will but complicate it.

THE STRENGTH OF THAT CHAIN. 

To the Editor of the Tribune—Sir: You publish 
today, a paragraph from THE ATLANTA CONSTITU- 
TION, asking why, if putting a cross-bar in the link 
of a chain strengthens the link one-fourth, taking 
the cross-bar away weakens the link only one- 
fifth?

PERCENTAGE AND DISCOUNT CONFUSED. 

Tothe Editor of the Tribune—Dear Sir: At the 
foot of the third column of the seventh page of your 
issue today you take from ‘“‘THE ATLANTA CONSTITU- 
TION” a mathematical puzzle or paradox, called 
“One way to strengthen a cable.” This isa good 
illustration of the confusion in the minds of many 
persons as to percentage and discount. A link of 
a ship’s cable is strengthened one-fourth by the ad- 
dition of a “stud’’ or brace that serves to prop the 
sides of the link apart. A link so braced is reduced 
in strength one-fifth by taking out the brace or 
“stub.”’ Hence the conclusion proposed by the 
writer thatthe addition increasing the strength one- 
fourth, and the taking the brace away reducing the 
strength only one-fifth, the continual adding and 
substraction of the brace should add to the strength 
ateach change. The fact is, if a link weighs four 
pounds, anda “stud” isadded of one pound, or 
one-fourth of the whole weight, that makes the 
braced link weigh five pounds; and the taking 
away of the brace, which is but one-fifth of the total 
weight, five pounds, reduces the weight to the tame 
as it was before, namely, four pounds. 

The addition of one-fourth in weight, value or 
strength makes the result equal to five times the 
value of the addition; it from a thing so increased 
in value weight or strength we take one-tifth, the 
value, weight or strength becomesthe same as be- 
fore.

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BANKING DEVELOPMENT, 


It Has Not Kept Pace With Growth in Other 
Branches. 
From the Commercial Bulletin. 

In a strong and convincing argument in fa- 
yor of increased banking capital and facilities as 
ess@ntial to the development of Mexico, the Finan- 
cier of that countgy points out the intimate connec- 
tion between the extension of banking and the 
advancementin general welfare and commercial 
prosperity in the Central and South American 
states. This is a comparison to which at- 
tention may well be inyited, and from 
which the United States, no less’ than 
Mexico, may learn a timely lesson. The develop- 
ment of banking, and the increase in its focilities 
have kept pace with the advancement of civiliza- 
tionand commercial enterprises throughout the 
western world, and banking capital has proved 
itself the most potent ot pioneers and civilizere, and 
very life-blood of useful enterprise and great undev- 
takings, Progressin allits forms has been greatest 
in those countries in which banking facilities bave 
been the most perfect and most extensive, and 
periods of industrial and commercial advancement 
have not been perioas of growth in banking ope- 
rations. 

In the United States during the past forty years 
the increase of banking facilities has been surpassed 
only by the growth of railroads, and has been more 
rapid than the increase in wealth, steam power, 
manufactures, commerce, agriculture or population. 
Realizing as we must the inyportant part which the 
development of banking has played in the great 
work of subduing a continent, and in the develop- 
ment of our vast resources, it is impossible to view 
with complaisance any unnecessary obstacle to the 
continued increase of banking at a rate of progress 
proportionate to the growth of population and the 
advancement of the great work of industrial con- 
quest and material development to which it is the 
handmaid, 

It is no longer true of the United States that 
banking capital is keeping paee with national 
growth in other branches. Our laws have arbitra- 
rily checked the development of the naticnal bank- 
ing system after it had become so popular that state 
and private banks are checked in growth by the 
public preference for the national system. Until 
the present year the increase in banking capita! had 
gone hand in hand with the increase in vopulation 
aud material development. It has now been need- 
lessiy and unwis ly compelled to fall behind when 
itsadvancement is most neces-ary. The growth of 
banking during the current year has been manifest- 
ly inadequate and out of proportion to the growth 
of the agencies which it serves, 


* Whether this obstacle of national progress is to 


be removed, rests with congress. His in the power 
of that body to facilitate the extension of the na- 
tional banKing system, and if the arbitrary, illogi- 
cal, and indefensible restrictions now preventing 
growth are so modified as to aid it, new banks will 
spring up as rapidly as during any prior period, and 
will be scattered throughout the length and breadth 


of the land, and minister to the needs of trade, and 
supply the means of progress from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, and from the Canadian border to the 
Rio Grande.

THE TEXTILF DISPLAY 


Atthe Augusta Exposition—Major Hanson's 
Speech, 

Avoeusta, Ga., November 30.—Today was 
cotton manufacturers’ day at the exposition. 
Every southern manufacturing town was rep- 
resented, and gentlemen interested in manu- 
facturing in the north and east were present. 
The gathering was under the auspices of the 
Southern Manufacturing association, and de- 
veloped into one of the most important. 

H. H. Heckman, president of the associa- 
tion, and over one hundred manufactarers 
were represented, and sixty exhibitors of tex- 
tile machinery were present at the meeting. 
Before any business was transacted the dele- 
gates made a tour of the exposition building, 
and carefully inspected the exhibits, particu- 
lariy the manufacturing machinery. The ver- 
dict was that the display is the finest of 
textile kinds ever shown under one roof in the 
world. 

After the tour of inspection the business 
session was held. The meeting was addressed 
by Major J. F. Hanson, president of the Bibb 
Manufacturing company, of Macon, on’ the 
improvements of cotton manufacturing in 
the south. After roundly complimenting 
the exposition, Major Hanson _ stated 
that the progress made in the south in cotton 
manufacturing has been over 50 per cent in 
six years, and he hailed the future of hope and 
progress which is before this section. He de- 
clined to share in the alarm that the 
incoming national administration might 
adopt a policy that would, = in 
any way, retard that progress, 
But he held that, in view of the great in- 
crease which we must anticipate in the south, 
large markets must be provided. To meet this 
need he advocated a government subsidized line 
of steamship lines between the southern ports 
and the South American republics and the 
empire of Brazil. 

The following resolution was unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved, That the president of this association 
aaa a committee of six or more, with Hon, J. F. 
Hians)n as chairman, to memoralize congress in 
behalfof subsidizing steamship lines from Savan- 
nah and other southern ports, for the purpose of 
establishing trade with the great republics ot South 
America and the empire of braz.d, and that said 
committee request Senator Brown, of Georgia, and 
Congressman George I. Barnes, to present and ad- 
vocate the course and purpose as set forth,

At all the meetings last night the fact was im- 
pressed upon the voters that today would be 
the last day, and the text to every sermon was 
register: rEGisteER! REGISTER! 

tegister! It is your duty, 

Political talk was abundant yesterday. The 
day of the election is drawing near, and the 
friends of both candidates are hard at work in 
gli parts of thecity. Both sides claim the vic- 


tory, but— 

There was a national election not long since 
and i¢ was then demonstrated that ante-elec- 
tion claims are easily made. 

There were couservative meetings in every 
ward last night and a good deal of enthusiasm 
was manifested. The Brown men also helda 
good meeting in the fourth ward. 


At Sehell'’s Hall—First Ward. 

An enthusiastic meeting was held in Schell‘s 
hall, on Peters street, last night by the colored 
people of the first ward in favor of Mr. Tom 
Glenn and the conservativeticket. It was or- 
ganized promptly at 8 o’clock, with John T. 
Schell as chairman and Thomas E. Cox, sec- 
retary. 

The chairman made the first speech. He 
pointed out that there was- no question of pro- 
hibition and anti-prohibition, as shown by the 
fact that Colonel John B. Goodwin and Colo- 
nel Adolph Brandt, together with the other 
leaders of that party, were not fighting for 
Mr. Brown, but that most of them were sup- 
porting Colonel Glenn. a 

George Thrasher arose at the conclusion of 
the chairman’s remarks and asked several 
questions, apparently for the purpose of con- 
suming as much time as possible, After 
Thrasher had taiked for several minutes- the 
point was made that the meeting was a republi- 
can meeting and that Thrasher was 2 democrat. 

“Me!” exclaimed Thrasher indignantly, “‘de 
mansays I’m a demikratis alarand de truth 
ain’t in him!” 

After which Thrasher retired. 

A. A. Blake was the next speaker. He 
stated that some time ago he had attended a 
Brown meeting in that same hall, and came 
undecided as to which side he was on, but that 
the proceedings of the Brown meeting had 
made him a Tom Glenn man, 

“The Brown ticket promises too much,” 
continued he. ‘‘They’re feeding the niggers 
on corn now, but they’re going tochoke you 
onthecob * * * They charge against Mr. 
Glenn that when he was solicitor he did his 
whole duty. When he’s elected mayor, they 
will have the same charge to make—that he 
will do his whole duty as mayor. * * 
Mr. Brown’s gota loose, oily tongue, and he 
gets right down amongst the niggers. He 
tried to turn the colored people by telling ’em 
how Mr. Glenn was way up high, and how 
colored women washed his back for him.”’ 

The following resolution was thén offered 
and adopted with only one dissenting voice: 

Whereas, the republican colored voters of the 
first ward haying in consideration the two tickets 
now pending in the city election, known as the con- 
gervative and the peoples tickets for municipal 
ofiicers. Be it 

Resolyed, That the republican colored voters of 
the first ward indorse the conservative ticket, be- 
cause, after a careful consideration,.we find it to be 
the best ticket in the tleld, to represent the best in- 
terests of ail classes of peopie in Atlanta, and 
which is for the city’s future prosperity and peace, 

Colonel Buck was the next speaker. He 
stated that he had just come from a rousing 
Glenn meeting in the third ward. ‘Three 
weeks ago,’ said he, ‘I did not expect to take 
sides for or against Mr. Glenn, because I then 
expected a full republican ticket to be put in 
the field and intended to support it. But, as 
matters stand, this is not a republican nor a 
democratic tight, and left toa choice between 
the two tickets, I could not hesitate to support 
the conservative . ticket. You read in 
THE CONSTITUTION this morning 
about the proposition to disfranchise 
the negro. People away from here 
are watching you to see ifthe colored people 
of the south are intelligent enough to be citi- 
zens.

amined a list of the graduates of the higher 
institutions of learning for colored people in 
Atlanta, the best comprising all that had 
graduated in the past fifteen years and in only 
one instance had one of them been arrested. 
He argued from this that the colored people 
meeded higher associations. 

S. E. Poore then made afew remarks after 
which the following resolution was -offered by 
A. A. Blake: 

“Resolved, That the sentiments expressed 
by Colonel Buck be indorsed as the sense and 
sentiment of this meeting.’ 

Tie motion was carried with but two 
penting voices. 

Moses H. Bentley was the next speaker. He 
pointed qut that Mr. Drown’s promises were 
not explicit. Ho promised so-and-so to the 
colored people if it could be done without 
friction. ‘That's a new word,’’ said the 
speaker, ‘and I guess he put it in because he 
thought the niggers wouldn’t understand 
What it meant. Now you couldn’t put a nig- 
ger in office or do anything else for the niggers 
Without ihere being some friction about, and 
thatlew’s Mr. Brown out of his offer.” 
Bentley stated further that a colored man 
named Nenry Fain, had an_ oftice 
in the same building with Mr. 
Brown, and that Mr. Brown had tried to 
have Fain removed just because Fain was a 
Regro. Also that upon one occasion everybody 
Was invited to hear an evangelist speak in the 
old ¥. M. L.A. building and that three or four 
hegroes (paming them) went there and Mr. 
Brown raised more fuss than anybody about it 
and bad them put out. Also that when Smith 
Easley was head waiter at the Kimball Mr. 
Brown had used his influence to have 
Easley removed because he voted 
republican ticket. ‘I was tried for

“Hie was admitted to the bar in 1867, and 
by frugality, industry and fortunate real estate 
investments,accumulated about $60,000 in prop 
erty, When the panic of 1873 came on, and 
the failure of a friend and associate so involved 
bim that he lost almost ali his property, 
though his debts were paid. 

‘“‘Returning to the piow handles for two years, 
he came back to the eity and took a new 
start. Since then he has been|remarkably suc- 
cessful and hasaccumulated a mitch larger 
property than he lost in 1873.

NEW YORK, November J0.—The stock market 
wes dull throughout today, while movements 1n 
prices were irreguiar and contined in most cases 
within narrowest limits, and fluctuations possessed

A MASS MEETING 


OF THE WOMAN’S CHRISTIAN TEM- 
PERANCE UNION, 


A Large Gathering —Interesting Report by 
Miss Missouri Stokes, Corresponding Sec- 
retary. 

A mass meeting of the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance union was held in the lecture 
room of Trinity church last night. 

A large number of ladies and gentlemen 
were present and the proceedings were very 


interesting. 

The Rev. Dr. Morrison presided. 

Miss Minnie Stokes, the corresponding sec- 
retary, read a lengthy and instructive report. 

The report showed that since the fifth annn- 
al convention held in May, 1887, reports have 
been received from thirty local unions. While 
the individual unions feel that they have ac- 
complished but little, yet,in the aggregate, 

deal has been accomplished, 
true that “there is much 
land vet to be possessed,”’ but 
it is also true thatthe Woman’s Clirisiian Tem- 

‘rance union, with its many lines of work, 
has found a foothold in the principal cities and 
towns in Georgia, and in little villages in 
country neighborhoods also. 

Local unions dot the state. from the moun- 
tains to the sea and meet from week to week 
to pray and plan for the glorious cause of total 
abstinence and the prohibition of the liquor 
traftic. 

During the last twelve months the Georgia 
Woman’s Christian Temperance union has 
made solid improvement all along the line: 
There has been a gain in the number of news- 

apers taken. Never in any previous year 
a our women read so much concerning the 
temperauce situation in this and other lands. 
More literature has been distributed among 
the masses than ever before—notably in the 
Macon union, of which Mrs. Walter B. Hill is 

resident. This union leads in this respect. 
Savennal, Avgusta and Atlanta have also 
distributed large quantities of reading matter. 

Passing by other pleasing indications of 

rowth. we would mention as lasi, but not 
| ard the spirit of liberality, which is all the 
more to be commended because it is, in most 
instances, a free gift of money, and not the 
proceeds of fairs, suppers and entertainments. 

CIGARETTE SMOKERS, 

The report gets after the cigarette smokers 
in these words: 

‘In the mothers’ meeting, special attention 
has been called to the evils of cigaretie smok- 
ing by boys and young men, It is another one 
of the mysteries tous, why the law-makers o! 
our state do not realize what the physical and 
mental deteioration of the masses must be, if 
this injurious trade is allowed to go on Un- 
restricted, and our boys, even of tender years, 
are permitted to buy what stunts their bodily 
growthand dwarfs their intellectual and mor- 
al natures.”’ 

The report concludes: ‘To our workers let 
me say let us redouble our energies in behalf 
of the children, and in every way seek to raise 
public opinion up to the standard of total ab- 
stinence for the individual and total prohibi- 
tion for the state.’’ 

Trials and, it may be, persecutions, await us, 
but let us endure “‘As seeing Him who is in- 
visibie,”’ and at last we shali hear the welcome 
plaudit, “Well done, good and faithful ser- 
vant, enter into the joy of the Lord.” 

After a beautiful recitation by Miss Minnie 
Quinn, short and enthusiastic temperance 
taiks were inade by Kev. Dr. Lee, Judge 
James Anderson, Captain E. S. Gay, Colonel 
B. F. Abbott and Mr. F. M. Richardson. 

The doxology was sung, and Dr. Morrison 
dismissed the meeting with the benediction.
